Neither Body Nor Car Found 
in Colorado River at Parker 
Grossing... Coroner in This 
“County Not Notified 





ste investigation into the tragedy 

which Mrs. Albert L, Bocherd- 
a was drowned in the Colorado 
River Dec. 9 when her husband’s 
automobile ran off a ferry at the 
Parker crossing was ordered yes- 
terday by District Attorney George 
H. Johnson. News of the tragedy 
reached District Attornéy John- 
son Wednesday when Governor Ww. 
P. Hunt of Arizona requested that 
this county grant financial. aid to 
Bocherding, stranded and destitute 
in Phoenix. 


The accident occurred when 
Bocherding’s car crashed through 
the railing on a ferry boat, ac- 
cording to a telegram received 
from Lee McGee, a deputy sheriff 
at Parker, Ariz. Mrs. Bocherding 
was drowned as the car plunged 
into the whirling, muddy waters of 
the Colorado and, despite blasting 
the river with dynamite, neither 
the body nor the car has been 
recovered. 
Second Wire Asks For Aid 

A second telegram from Arizona, 
sent by the Social Service Center 
of Phoenix, to whom Bocherding 
has appealed for aid, stated that 
Bocherding, who was. en route to 
Phoenix from Montana, lost $800 
in currency, ‘his clothing, $500 in 
diamonds and his car in the trag- 
edy. 

The Arizona welfare workers ap- 
parently take the position that the 
accident occurred on the California 
side of the river and, therefore, 
this county should grant Bocherd- 
ing financial aid. Mrs. Maude S. 
Bell, executive secretary of the 
welfare commission, is awaiting 
the district attorney’s inquiry be- 
fore acting in the case. ,
